MP to demand more is 
done for stroke victims

STROKE care in the county is not up 
to scratch according to MP Brian 
Binley. 

A national report, published by the 
Stroke Association, focuses on 
Maureen Bailey, a Northampton 
grandmother, who suffered a stroke 
in February 2009. 

Maureen spent six months in hos¬ 
pital and was left with little mobility. 

In the report she said: ‘There was 
not much communication with a 
physiotherapist while I was in hospi¬ 
tal and I can’t remember receiving 
much rehabilitation while I was in 
hospital even though I was in the 
stroke unit.’ 

Maureen believes that although her 
mobility has improved since leaving 
hospital she says that had she 
received physiotherapy at an earlier 
date her mobility would be much 
improved. 

Mr Binley was shocked to hear 
about the poor levels of support and 
after-care Maureen received and has 
arranged to meet with her and hus¬ 
band Colin to hear her story and 
explore ways of improving the level 
of after-care service. He will then 
meet with NHS Northamptonshire to 


ask why more is not being done to 
support stroke patients in their 
recovery and explore with them ways 
of improving the situation for other 
patients in the area. 

Mr Binley said: “I was shocked to 
hear of the poor levels of after-care 
Maureen received and my research 


has found that her experience is not 
unusual. 

“Maureen would have progressed 
more quickly had a focussed pro¬ 
gramme of physiotherapy been 
delivered earlier and more frequently 
and I am extremely concerned that 
this is happening to other people in 


our area. One in four of us can expect 
to be victims of stroke in the latter 
stages of our life and I want to ensure 
we all receive a better level of care 
and support than Maureen experi¬ 
enced over the past year.” 

NHS Northamptonshire has 
defended its policy for care to stroke 


victims and says it is committed to 
improving its service in the future. 
An NHS spokesperson said: “NHS 
Northamptonshire is very sorry to 
hear that Mrs Bailey was dissatisfied 
with the care she received following 
her stroke. 

“Northamptonshire has a very 
committed team of physiotherapists 
who are working to provide good 
quality of care for all stroke patients. 

“After a stroke, a patient can be left 
with a very complex set of symptoms 
ranging from the more obvious phys¬ 
ical symptoms to more subtle symp¬ 
toms of memory loss and difficulty in 
mental processing that can be just as 
disabling. 

“Therefore it is imperative that 
patients receive a multi-disciplinary 
team approach to ensure that all 
their needs are met as recommend 
by the National Stroke Strategy. 

“NHS Northamptonshire is cur¬ 
rently redesigning the hospital care 
and the post-discharge community 
care that stroke patients receive. 

“NHS Northamptonshire is also 
committed to providing a primary 
stroke centre in the county to ensure 
stroke patients are treated quickly by 
dedicated teams to reduce deaths 
and disability and provide the best 
quality care possible.”

Scheme awards town £3m to fight nuisance 


TACKLING anti-social behav¬ 
iour in Northampton looks set 
to be made easier thanks to 
money awarded from the 
Government. 

As part of a national scheme, 
Northampton has been hand¬ 
ed funding to help victims and 
witnesses of anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Almost £3 million is being 
invested in creating Victim and 
Witness Champions in 85 areas 
across the country. 

In Northampton, more sup¬ 
port and help will be available 
to people who want to report 
and reduce anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 


As part of the national iustice 
Seen Iustice Done campaign, 
the funding will see the 
Northampton Safer Stronger 
Partnership raise awareness of 
the help and support that is 
available locally for victims of 
anti-social behaviour. 

The Partnership will also pro¬ 
mote what practical help is 
available from the Police, bor¬ 
ough council and other agen¬ 
cies to help people take action 
against anti-social behaviour. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, speaking 
on behalf of the Safer Stronger 
Northampton Partnership, said: 
“Standing up to anti-social 
behaviour can take a lot of 


courage, but there is help out 
there. No one should live in fear 
or feel intimidated. 

“We want people to know 
there is help available and that 
the Northampton Safer 
Stronger Partnership is there to 
make sure action is taken 
against those who choose to act 
in an anti-social way.” 

The Safer Stronger 
Northampton Partnership 
comprises of Northampton 
Borough Council, 

Northamptonshire County 
Council, Northamptonshire 
Police, Northamptonshire Fire 
and Rescue Service and other 
partners. 


Council defends its 
centre permits hike

DRIVERS living in the town 
centre will face a 600 per cent 
increase in the price of parking 
their car. 

As part of Northampton 
Borough Council’s budget, park¬ 
ing permits for the centre of 
town are set to increase from £50 
to £350 which will come into 
force next month. 

Independent councillor Tony 
Clarke, who represents the town 
centre’s Castle Ward, said: “For as 
long as I can remember, car own¬ 
ers living in the town centre 
could buy a ‘residents’ permit 
allowing them to use the coun¬ 
cil’s car parks to park their cars. 

“It was a sensible way of using 
space often empty in the evening 
and while the £50 was double the 
cost for residents just outside the 
town centre and it was an addi¬ 
tional cost, it was accepted as 
part of the cost of convenience of 
living so close to all the facilities 
and there was an understanding 
that there would be an adminis¬ 
trative charge of issuing the per¬ 
mits. 

“How are the Lib Dems going to 
encourage more people to

choose the town centre as their 
preferred place of residence? 

“For a start they are going to 
raise the cost of them parking 
their car by 600 per cent. 

“At a time when we are all 
struggling to make ends meet 
and where the increase of coun¬ 
cil tax proposed by the council is 
running above inflation at 2.47 
per cent, the car park charge for 
those residing in the town will 
rise from £50 to £350 in one fell 
swoop.” 

Cllr Brian Hoare, leader of the 
council, said: “The change 
affects 150 residents in the town 
centre. 



“Taxpayers in Collingtree and 
Kingsthorpe find it odd that 
town centre residents can park 
their cars for less than £1 a week. 

“This was clearly an inappro¬ 
priate subsidy that previous 
administrations didn’t redress 
for fear of being unpopular. 

“What we are now asking is that 
these residents pay their fair 
share - less than £1 a day for a 
town centre parking permit. 

“The important policy at stake 
is that since 2007, we have not 
raised parking charges for every¬ 
day shoppers. That’s what we’ve 
done to date and what we’re 
committed to maintaining.” 


Google’s watching as 
street images go live 

DO you miss home when you are at work? 

Every street in Northampton has now been 
filmed and uploaded to Google’s hugely popular 
Street View feature online. 

The familiar sights of Derngate Theatre, the 
Guildhall and Franklin’s Gardens can all be seen 
from the roads passing outside and a full 360 
degree snapshot of the town. 

Faces and number plates have been blurred out 
to protect anonymity but people can still request 
to have images removed. 

Since it was introduced, Google has seen a 30 
per cent increase in the Street View facility. 

Ed Parsons, Google’s Geospatial Technologist 
said: “Street View takes mapping to a level not 
possible before. 

“And with so many practical applications it’s no 
wonder that over two thirds of people who had 
tried the service said they would use Street View 
again. 

“This new imagery of so many stunning British 
places means it’s the ideal time to start planning 
a trip, kick start a house-hunt or simply ensure 
you never arrive late to a meeting again.” 


Motorway closed after 
lorries are in collision 

THE Ml was closed for more than seven hours 
following a three lorry pile-up near Northampton. 

At about 11.10pm on Tuesday there was a collision 
on the southbound carriageway about half a mile 
south of junction 17. 

The incident involved three articulated lorries, a 
red Scania driven by a 41-year-old man from Rugby, 
an orange Mercedes driven by a 45-year-old man 
from Rushden and a blue Foden being driven by a 
69-year-old man from Nottingham. 

The three lorries ran into each other resulting in 
the driver of the Scania being trapped in the vehicle 
for more than two hours and sustaining serious 
injuries. He was taken to Walsgrave Hospital in 
Coventry where he is receiving treatment. The 
driver of the Mercedes was taken to Northampton 
General Hospital for treatment of minor injuries. 

The carriageway was reopened at around 7am on 
Wednesday morning. Police would like to speak to 
anyone who may have witnessed the incident or 
who may have any information regarding it. 

The northbound carriageway was also closed for 
several hours last Thursday following an accident 
between a lorry and a car. 
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Betting shop gang 
jailed for robberies

EIGHT men were jailed for a 
total of 35 years following a 
series of robberies on book¬ 
makers, including one in 
Towcester. 

The men, all from Kettering, 
were found guilty on Monday 
March 15 in connection with a 
series of 23 nationwide break-ins 
at Coral betting shops between 
April and October 2009. 


The shop on Watling Street, 
Towcester, was robbed on 
August 20, 2009. 

Daniel Spence, Dean Taylor, 
Dominic Florio, Jay Buckland, 
Karl White, Lee Start and Ricky 
Buckland were all sentenced to 
four and a half years in prison, 
while Lee Harris was sentenced 
to four years. 

Detective Sergeant Alison Tall, 
from Northamptonshire Police’s 
Organised Crime Unit, said: 
“Operation Zara was a co-ordi¬ 
nated investigation into a local¬ 


ly-based organised crime group 
committing crimes against 
Corals bookmakers nationally. 

“The criminal activities of this 
group caused a substantial loss 
to the victims, in terms of the 
money stolen, the damage 
caused to premises and the loss 
of business. 

“The action taken by 
Northamptonshire Police has 
ultimately led to the dismantling 
of this organised and prolific 
group for a significant period of 
time.”

LSNmedia 
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Firms face £10k fine 
for each illegal worker

TWO Northampton businesses 
have been caught employing 
illegal workers after UK Border 
Agency raids last week. 

Officers visited Gianbiaz 
Ristorante in Wellingborough 
Road and the Up All Night Cellar 
in Regent Square on Monday 
March 8 and encountered four 
illegal immigrants. 

A 30-year-old Albanian woman 
was found at the first premises. 
The illegal entrant was taken into 
UK Border Agency detention 
while arrangements are made for 
her removal from the United 
Kingdom. 

The business now faces a poten¬ 
tial fine of up to £10,000 unless it 
can prove the correct pre-employ¬ 
ment checks were carried out. 


Officers also encountered two 
Romanian women, both 20 years 
old, who although in the UK legit¬ 
imately had not secured the nec¬ 
essary UK Border Agency permis¬ 
sion to work. They were both 
served with £1,000 fixed penalty 
notices. 

Three men - a 26-year-old, a 35- 
year-old and a 41-year-old - were 
encountered at the Up All Night 
Cellar, all Afghan and all illegal 
entrants. 

The business now faces a 
potential fine of up to £30,000 
unless it can prove the correct 
pre-employment checks were 
carried out. 

The UK Border Agency will now 
work to remove the illegal immi¬ 
grants from the country as soon 
as possible. 

Insp Robert Tompkins, from the 
Local Immigration Team Bed¬ 
fordshire and Northamptonshire 


(West), said: “We will not tolerate 
illegal working, in Northampton 
or anywhere else. It undercuts 
British wages and exploits vul¬ 
nerable workers. 

“As long as there are illegal jobs, 
the UK will be an attractive place 
for illegal immigrants. 

“That’s why we have to put a 
stop to employers who don’t play 
by the rules. 

“There are strict rules about 
which foreign nationals can get a 
job in the UK and businesses 
have a clear responsibility to 
carry out the right checks. 

“We are an intelligence-led 
team and would urge anyone 
who knows of businesses break¬ 
ing the UK’s immigration laws to 
get in touch. Rest assured, we will 
act on information received.” 

A fine of up to £10,000 per work¬ 
er can be imposed for every ille¬ 
gal worker found at a business.

A DATE has been set for public 
talks between the borough 
council and MP Brian Binley. 

Guildhall Regeneration 

spokesman, Cllr Richard Church 
(Lib Dem, Kingsthorpe) and 
Conservative MP for 
Northampton South, Brian 
Binley, will go head-to-head at a 
public debate entitled ‘The 
Future of Northampton Town 
Centre’ on Thursday, March 25. 

Last month, Mr Binley spoke 
out against the borough council 
and the redevelopment of the 
town centre in his programme 
notes in The Saints match-day 
programme. 

Cllr Church said: “I am looking 
forward to the debate.

Man pleads guilty to town centre rape charges 


A MAN has admitted to the rape 
of a Chinese woman after a night 
out in Northampton. 

Nhlanha Monyai, 30, admitted 
three counts of rape and one of 
false imprisonment at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Friday. Detective Inspector Nick 
Gray, from the major 
investigation team, praised the

court in just three weeks. He 
said: “At Northampton Crown 
Court, Nhlanha Monyai pleaded 
guilty to three offences of rape 
and one offence of false 
imprisonment of a female. 

“Thanks to the public, media 
and our partners in the local 
CCTV offices, the offender in this 
case was identified and brought 


to justice quickly, leading him to 
plead guilty this morning, less 
than three weeks since the 
incident occurred. Incidents of 
this nature are rare and 
Northamptonshire Police take a 
very robust stance towards the 
offence of rape and we do 
everything we can to encourage 
victims of rape to report their 
crime to us.”

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Hitting the roads 
to stop criminals

OFFICERS arrested six peo¬ 
ple and seized nine cars as 
part of a nationwide ANPR 
operation aimed at tackling 
criminals on the roads. 

Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (ANPR) was 
used on Friday to flag up cars 
matched in the police data¬ 
base. 

Throughout the day 32 offi¬ 
cers took part in the opera¬ 
tion. 

In Northamptonshire six 
people were arrested 
throughout the course of the 
day and nine cars were seized 
for a variety of offences. 

Two men were arrested in a 
car in Northampton after 
their vehicle failed to stop. 

One man was charged with 
dangerous driving and hav¬ 
ing no insurance, while the 
other man was wanted for 
breach of a community order 
and released on bail in rela¬ 
tion to the theft of a laptop 
found in the vehicle. 

In another incident three 
men were arrested and 
charged in connection with a 
robbery after being stopped 
by officers who had estab¬ 


lished that the vehicle they 
were travelling in was linked 
to the offence. 

One person was arrested 
and charged with driving 
while disqualified after the 
ANPR cameras highlighted 
their car. 

Inspector Andy Hall from 
the Operations Tactical Unit, 
said: “Many criminals rely on 
vehicles to commit crime. 
There are very strong links 
between illegal use of motor 
vehicles on the road and 
other types of serious crime. 

“ANPR is a valuable tool in 
the campaign to make our 
streets safer allowing the 
majority of people lawfully 
using our roads to continue 
to do so unhindered. 

“It is also highly effective in 
securing very quick lines of 
enquiry that have led to early 
arrests and in securing the 
very best evidence to support 
criminal prosecutions. 

“The aim of ANPR deploy¬ 
ment is to reduce crime and 
disorder, increase detection 
rates, deter terrorism, pro¬ 
mote public reassurance and 
enhance intelligence.” 

Across the country, 249 
people were arrested and 431 
vehicles were seized.

REGENERATING Castle 
Station has been recognised 
by an influential committee 
discussing the future of rail 
travel. 

West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) gave evidence to the 
House of Commons 
Transport Select Committee 
last autumn for an inquiry 
into rail investment priori¬ 
ties, which has now been 
completed. 

Although dominated by 
electrification issues and 
capacity considerations in 
the north and high speed rail, 
one of the final recommen¬ 
dations from the committee 
was: The methodology 

applied by Government to 
prioritise schemes needs to 
become more dynamic to 
integrate wider social, envi¬ 
ronmental and economic 
considerations, including the 
impact of transport invest¬ 
ment on the GDP of regions. 

Peter Mawson, WNDC chief 
executive said: “This was one 
of the key arguments put for¬ 
ward by WNDC. We believe 
that the methodology 
Government uses to priori¬ 



tise investment in transport 
infrastructure should be 
refined. Social and economic 
considerations, such as the 
growth agenda should be 
paramount, and on this 
basis, Northampton Castle 
Railway Station, which is 
already at capacity and is 
crucial to the growth of the 
area, would be a key priority 
for the Department for 
Transport. 

“The station is the gateway 
for many people who come 
to Northampton. It is cur¬ 
rently not a very inspiring 
introduction to the area and 
with the town set to grow 
from a population of 200,000 
to 300,000, better services, 
capacity and facilities are 
essential. 

“That’s why WNDC is work¬ 
ing very closely with our part¬ 
ners to bring forward the sta¬ 
tion redevelopment and has 
already committed £900,000 
to the development of an 
outline design.”

WHAT 
RIGHTRACKS? 


Rightracks is a rural road safety initiative, which aims to 
reduce casualties on rural roads in Northamptonshire. 

Northamptonshire County Council, as part of its work in 
the Casualty Reduction Partnership, has been awarded 
£1.5 million from the Department for Transport to fund the 
project, which is investigating the problems facing drivers 
on rural roads. 

An area in South Northants was chosen for the project 
following detailed collision analysis. 

The zone includes 54 villages of varying sizes, as well as 
Towcester and Brackley on the periphery of the zone. 

The project involves staff from throughout the 
Northamptonshire Casualty Reduction Partnership, 
including the county council and Northamptonshire Police.

Road casualties reduced 
on Rightracks routes 


Initial figures are showing significant 
reductions in the number of people 
being injured in the Rightracks zone. 
The Rightracks project has been 
focussing on eight roads in South 
Northants and the latest information 
shows a 43% drop in all casualties on 
these roads - from 58 casualties to 33. 
Within the Rightracks zone as a whole 
there has also been a drop of 20% in 
casualties - from 99 casualties to 79. 
This compares to a drop of just 10% 
across Northamptonshire as a county - 
from 1251 casualties to 1127. 


This is clear news that the extra focus the 
Rightracks project has provided is 
making a significant impact to road 
safety in South Northants. 

The Rightracks project runs until April 
2010 and the casualty rates in the zone 
will continue to be measured for several 
years to gain an ongoing picture of the 
impact of the project. 

These figures are based on the collision 
data for the three-year period January 
2004 to December 2006 compared to 
the three-year period October 2006 to 
September 2009. 


Engineering Programme 


One of the main areas of focus for the Rightracks project has been addressing the inconsistencies both in signing and 
road markings. 


An example of this is a number of bends along 
the routes that have the same number of 
chevron signs. 

Some of these bends have little deflection and can 
be negotiated comfortably within the speed limit, 
whereas other bends with the same signing are 
much tighter and should only be negotiated at 
much lower speeds. Only highlighting bends 
where a heightened level of care is required is a 
more effective way of warning drivers and avoids 
the signs being seen as repetitive generic 
warnings. 

Work has been carried out to improve the signing 
and road markings throughout the Rightracks 
zone. These before and after pictures are of a bend 
on the C2 road within the zone. The white lining 
has been refurbished along with new chevron 
signs and marker posts. These improvements give 
the driver an enhanced view of the dangers ahead 
and help them to be able to adjust their driving 
accordingly.

The play-kit has been funded as part of the 
Rightracks project and if successful will be rolled out to the rest of 
the county. 

Blakesley Church of England Primary School was the first school to 
receive the kit. Mary Barnett, head teacher at the school, said: “This 
is a brilliant project for the children as the roads are becoming 
increasingly busy and it’s very important for them to learn how to 
keep themselves safe.” 

The school’s Junior Road Safety Officers, George Noble and 
Bradley Tutin, who teach road safety to the rest of the school, said: 
“The play-kit will really help us with our road safety assemblies. 
The kit will help make learning about road safety more fun for the 
younger children.”

Liuzzi back in the points 


FORMULA ONE 

TONIO Liuzzi secured his first points finish since the 2007 Chinese 
Grand Prix, finishing ninth for Force India in Sunday’s Bahrain 
season opener. 

Having qualified 12th for the first round of this year’s Formula One 
World Championship, the Italian drove a steady race to pick up two 
points. He had been running as high as fourth before his pit stop, 
but Liuzzi was nonetheless delighted to have secured two points for 
the Silverstone-based outfit. 

“We achieved our target and scored some points, which is a great 
result for myself and for the team,” he said. “It was a difficult race as 
with this amount of fuel and the tyres, plus the heat, we had a bit to 
control but overall I think we can be pretty happy about how we 
handled it and to be in the points is magic. 

“All the top teams finished ahead of us and there were no failures 
or reliability issues so it was the maximum we could have achieved. 
I’m now looking forward to Australia where we will get some more 
updates and it could put us in an even better position for the next 
race.” 

Team-mate Adrian Sutil had originally qualified in the top ten, but 
at the first corner he was blinded by a plume of smoke from Mark 
Webber’s Red Bull and collided with Renault driver Robert Kubica. 

The collision was not enough to force either of them into 
retirement, however Sutil was forced to the rear of the field before 
recovering to finish 12th. 

Despite missing out on having two drivers in the top ten, team 
owner Dr Vijay Mallya was more than happy with how the first race 
of the year went. 

He said: “I am absolutely delighted that we have scored in the first 
race of the season. It was always our aim to score points and we 
knew we had the pace to do it, but nevertheless to finally get there 
gives a great feeling. 

“Tonio drove a superb race, matching the pace of the top teams in 
front, and it is certainly encouraging for the coming races. 

“Adrian was unlucky and I know he will be disappointed not to 
have been able to capitalise on his starting position, but the season 
is long and he is hungry so I do not think he will have to wait long 
for his turn.” 

The teams have a break this weekend before heading to 
Melbourne for the Australian Grand Prix on Sunday, March 28. 


Trophy treble on 


RUGBY UNION 

JIM Mallinder’s Northampton Saints 
record speaks for itself. Since joining 
the club in 2007 the director of rugby 
has steered the side to a trophy in both 
of his first two seasons in charge. 

Admittedly the double winning cake¬ 
walk through National Division One did 
not present the toughest of challenges, 
but clinching the European Challenge 
Cup in the first season back in rugby’s 
top flight was an entirely different 
proposition. 

Now Northampton are into another 
final and on Sunday they have a chance 
to clinch the first silverware of the sea¬ 
son on offer when they face Gloucester 
in the climax of the LV= Cup. 

“It’s going to be a hard game. I watched 
the first half and they’re a good side 
now,” said Mallinder after the Cherry 


and Whites avenged last year’s hammer¬ 
ing in the final at Twickenham by beat¬ 
ing Cardiff Blues 29-18 on Sunday. 

“They’ve improved massively since the 
beginning of the season, they’ve really 
picked up, their confidence will be high 
and they’ve got a few players back from 
injury. 

“I don’t think they’ll be losing too many 
players to international commitments 
and they’ll go in fancying themselves.” 

In the eyes of many observers, the 
Anglo-Welsh Cup has been reduced to lit¬ 
tle more than a sideshow compared to the 
glittering prizes of the Guinness Premier¬ 
ship or European glory on offer.

ELTON CHIGUMBURA will fill the gap left by Johan van der 
Wath at Northamptonshire after the Zimbabwe international 
signed on as the county’s overseas player for 2010. 

Having made his first class debut at the age of 15, seam 
bowling all-rounder Chigumbura has played six Tests and 105 
one-day internationals for his country. 

David Capel believes that the experience of being thrown in 
at the highest level at such a young age will have been of 
benefit to him. 

“I think he’s quite a resilient person,” said the Northants 
head coach, adding: “When he made his debut it was a 
difficult time as Zimbabwe were struggling to hang on to their 
top players. 

“It was a tough baptism for him. Imagine playing as a 
15-year-old with top internationals around you, never mind 
doing that when there are other young players around you.” 

Chigumbura has joined following the departure of Johan 
van der Wath and Capel admitted it was difficult to find a 
replacement for the South African paceman, who also 
provided valuable runs in the lower order. 

He said: “If you look at anyone in world cricket it is difficult 
to find a bowler of Johan van der Wath’s calibre. 

“Players like him who can bowl quick and swing the ball 
both ways don’t come along very often. 

“Elton is an exciting young cricketer. He can bowl either with 
the new ball or first change. He is one of those players that will 
want to improve and I believe he can. 

“If you look at the number of sixes and fours he has scored, 
he can be a boundary hitter from 12 overs out in one day 
cricket or six overs out in Twenty20, so there is a chance of 
him playing that role.” 

Northants have also moved to sign up young leg break 
spinner Vishal Tripathi, who has previously featured for the 
second XI in their one day competition last season. 

The 22-year-old has signed an initial three month contract 
and Capel has been impressed by his potential. 

The two signings follow the announcement last week that 
Virender Sehwag, currently ranked as the world’s number one 
batsman, would be joining the Steelbacks for this year’s 
Friends Provident Twenty20 campaign. 

The 31-year-old is currently playing for the Delhi Daredevils 
in the Indian Premier League and made 75 not out as his side 
beat Rajasthan Royals by six wickets in their first game on 
Monday. 

He follows in the footsteps of fellow countrymen such as 
Bishen Bedi, Anil Kumble and Sourav Ganguly in making the 
move to the County Ground and has already set his targets 
high. 

Capel said: “His words to me were ‘you can expect nothing 
less than one hundred per cent from me. I am coming here to 
be successful.’ 

“It goes without saying what a talent he is, you just have to 
look at a couple of days ago when he scored a half century off 
20-odd balls and then went on to score 75. 

“Just to have the type of player that is capable of obliterating 
the opposition to go with what is already a strong batting line¬ 
up is great for us.”

SHANE Geraghty believes the hard work 
philosophy among the Northampton 
Saints squad is the reason that they are 
still in the hunt for all three competi¬ 
tions.
